TRAVEL TO BE 
AS GOOD THIS 
YEAR AS 1932 


Motor Clubs To Con­ 
duct Campaign To 
Attract Tourists 
To This State. 


GETTYSBURG IS 
BIG ATTRACTION 


Tourist travel through Pennsyl­ 
vania this year will be as heavy as 
in 1932. a survey by the Pennsyl­ 
vania motor federation, A. A. A., re­ 
veals. Tilt P. M. F. estimates that 
at least $75,000,000 will be spent in 
this state by motor tourists during 
1933. 
Among the favorable signs cited 
are: 
That winter travel to Florida, al­ 
ways a barometer for the spring and 
summer season, was heavier this 
year than at any time since the 
Florida boom. 
That inquiries to motor clubs re­ 
garding vacation trips an* more nu­ 
merous so far this year than in the 
same period of 1932. 
That thousands of Pennsylvanians 
are contemplating motor tripe to tile 
Chicago world’s fair, which is sched­ 
uled to open June Lr 
That hotel rates and other travel 
costs are the lowest in ten years. 
That many who previously did 
little touring because of the press 
of business will, with more time for 
recreation, toke trips they’ve been 
looking forward to for some tune. 
Many Inquiries 
"Motor clubs throughout the state 
report receiving many queries re­ 
garding trips to the world s fair, and 
club executives anticipate a normal 
flow of tourist travel with the ad­ 
vent of warm weather," said Henry 
M. Sc ha rf, president of the local 
club. 
"Of course many motorists 
will take shorter trips this year than 
usual, but perhaps will go more 
often. We anticipate that this sea­ 
son more Pennsylvanians will take 
advantage of their state parks and 
other places of recreation in this 
state ti mn ever before."

to the construction of the large dam 
that will span between 700 and 800 
feet of the small South Mountain 
valley and rising to a height m ex­ 
cess of 65 feet. 
Birch Run creek will be backed 
up. 
Its course will be diverted to 
satisfy the whims of man who has 
decreed that the creek’s supply of 
water shall be preserved in a huge 
reservoir. 
New Stevens Furnace 
The location of the 
project is 
about one and one-half miles due 
west of Caledonia park, along the 
old and historic Pine Grove Furnace 
road, made famous by Thaddeus 
Stevens who once constructed an ore 
emelting furnace in that section. 
One of Thaddeus Stevens’ furnaces 
still stands at Caledonia, with a 
large rostrum constructed on its 
top to serve the 
use of musicians 
for public band concerts. 
The reservoir is located on state- 
owned land and the commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania approved all plans 
and specifications for the project. 
The engineering firm of 
Seelye, 
Gannett and Flemming, of Harris­ 
burg, are the consultants. 
Floods 49 Acres 
The dam will create a reservoir 
that will flood 49 acres of Adams 
county land, back up the waters of 
Birch Run for a distance of 14 7 
miles thus establishing a 
reserve 
supply of more than 300,000,000 gal­ 
lons of water. 
’Hie spillway will serve north of 
the dam for several hundred feet 
into Birch Run as it sweeps through 
and under the dam on its regular 
course fringing the Pine Grove

tree trunks from the basin site and 
a crew of workmen is busily engaged 
in piling the logs on high ground 
hundreds of feet from the reservoir 
site. 
Many Artisans at Work 
Concrete workers are pouring the 
concrete mixture into the large 
molds. Pipe fitters are stretching a 
huge reserve standpipe from beyond 
the dam which will be used to in­ 
crease the water outlet when de­ 
sired. 
Other men are working on re­ 
locating the Pine 
Grove Furnace 
road so that when the old road is 
blocked of! and flooded motorists 
will have access through the valley 
to Pine Grove Furnace and other 
communities in Adams county from 
the Lincoln highway 
near 
Cale­ 
donia. 
Work on the project has been de­ 
layed somewhat by heavy rains, 
making the Pine 
Grove 
Furnace 
road muddy, slick for tractors and 


perilous for trucks to traverse. 
It 
has also “hung up” work in the 
basin although the contractors have 
made remarkably 
steady progress 
despite the inclement weather, tak­ 
ing advantage of every break in the 
weather. 
Motorists visiting 
the reservoir 
site will find it more convenient to 
make the trip on Sunday than on a 
work day. Turn right at Caledonia 
onto the Pine Grove Furnace road.

3. Increased attention to the re­ 
lief situation, through public works 
and federal appropriations. 
Stated thus the program seems 
acceptable to almost everyone. Lit­ 
tle criticism is heard in congress of 
the general orinciples involved.

is only when details are considered 
th a t dispute arises. 
The result has been th a t congress, 
while approving loudly the purposes 
nought, edges away from commit­ 
ting itself on specific means.

different. 
The forest conservation bill wa", 
rew ritten from end to end by a sen­ 
ate committee. The original Roose­ 
velt proposal for a dollar a day pay 
in the “conservation 
corps” 
was 
taken out. Virtually every other pro­ 
vision to which any organized group 
objected was taken o u t 
In place of these contested de­ 
tails. the committee inserted a pro­ 
vision th a t the act should be ad- 
ministed 
by the 
president under 
such regulations as he m ight pre­ 
scribe. Thus, by the open admis­ 
sion of senators. Mr. Roosevelt was 
left with authority to do everything 
he could 
have done 
under 
th* 
original 
language, 
and 
pei haps 
much besides. But the skirts of th* 
legislators were clear. 
Everyone is entitled to his own 
opinion in w hat degree this aft or 1s 
a measure of the courage and the 
candor
